W ITH all respect to the newly 
appointed Chief Justice of 
Ontario, who will no doubt 
confer honor on the post, 
we think Chief Justices ouzht riot 
to be appointed that way. It is no 
discredit to him that he U a Lib- 
eral, for the government merely fol- 
lowed Immemorial usage In appoint- 
ing a supporrtcr of the party in 
power,, and politi<^ have rarely 
soiled OUT Judlclao'. What we think 
unfair Is^ that any law'yer, however 
distinguished, should be appointed 
the chief of a’ court made . up of 
Judges of much longer experience. 
It mutt tend to bring discredit Ufvjn 
the bench among those who ponder 
the matter. 



He Will Improve, 

Judges must Improve with ex- 
perience If not with age. and it may 
be taken that a few year.s hence 
Chief Justice Robertson will be a 
sounder judge than he Is today. 
Unless it is to be assumed that his 
learned brethren were a good deal 
less competent than the new Chief 
Justice when they w^ere appointed, 
it must follow that In the matter 
of judicial experience they are bel- 
ter Qualified to be Chief Justice.
